patch,] Two large Cuban flags 
floating over two government 
buildings, this morning, formed the 


first official recognition of the flag as 


the emblem of the new republic. One 
was over the structure known as the 
Segundo Cabo, which adjoins the 
Palace, the other floated from the 
Commandancia Marina. Both flags 
were raised by order of Gen. Wood 
and the Cuban Mllitary Governor. 
They marked the opening of the Cu- 
ban Congress. The Senate meets is 
the Segundo Cabo, and the Camara, 
or House, in the Marine Building. 
Both structures were profusely deco- 
rated with the Cuban cdlors. Smail 
squads of people who saw the flag- 
raising, which had not been announced 


in advance, cheered heartily. 


Before meeting as separate bodies, 
the members of the Senate and House 


gathered in the reception hall of the 


Palace. All wore high hats and frock 


coats, and most of them white waist- 
coats. Gen. Wood was surrounded by 
his staff in full uniform and by mem- 
bers of his Cuban Cabinet, facing the 
Senators and Representatives. He 
them briefly and earnestly, 
explaining how it was his function t 
vill them together tn discharge of the 
frst duty tmposed on them by the 
Cuban Constitation, which was to 
verify the election of President and 
Vice-President. Much gratification 


was shown at his statement of the 


purpose of the American government 


to communicate to other nations the 
fact that Cuba is constituted as 6 
nation. His words were translated by 


José Varona of his Cabinet. 


By prearrangement, Senator Do-

STOCKHOLDER IN THE QUARTETTE, 
SEARCHLIGHT, SELLS OUT. 
Notes from Northern Mexico—The 
Copper Ores of Michigan—Rand Dis- 
trict—Los Cabezas Placers—Strike in 
Nevada Chief. 


A report to The Times states that 
Ben. Macready of Searchlight Camp, 
Nev., has sold his interest in the Quar- 
tette Mining Company of Searchlight, 
to a Mr. Bates of Boston, a stockholder 
in the company. Mr. Macready owned 
about one-sixth of the stock, for which 
he received $110,000. 

NORTHERN SONORA. 

A prospector who has returned from 
a trip through the northern portion of 
the State of Sonora, Mex., sends The 
Times an account of it, from which 
the foNowing extracts have been 
taken: 

“Two Los Angeles men, Charles Lee 
and Antonio Ramirez, have been wash- 
ing gold from. newly-discovered placer 
ground, near Rio Bonita, for three 
months, and the result of their clean- 
up was $3275 (Mexican money.) of 
about $1500, gold. The location of this 
territory is at present a secret, and 
the discoverers claim that it is ex- 
tremely extensive, averaging 25 cents 
to the yard, at a depth of three feet, 
and that pockets containing nuggets 
worth from $1 to $10 are frequently 
found. 1 saw one nugget that weighed 
almost halfan ounce The working 
of placers in Mexico is rarely profitable, 
as the gold is almosst always very fine 
and difficult to save. 


“At various points on the Yaqui 
River I met American prospectors, 
and but few of them had met with 


gratifying success. One, John Reel, 
showed me a phial containing an ounce 
and a half.of fine gold, which he 
claimed to have washed in two weeks, 
working only two or three hours a day, 
near Concentracion. A San Bernardino 
man, John T. Lukens, claimed to have 
washed eight ouces of gold near a 
small tributary of the Yaqui in less 
than a month. He also claimed to 
have found two gold and silver-bear- 
ing veins two miles above the placers, 
that asvayed $25 to $50 gold value, from 
five to six feet wide, one vein having 
an abandoned shaft thirty feet deep. 
“At Siete Estrellas, a smelter for 
treating the company’s are and for 
custom work is being bullt. Col. Wood- 
ward, well known In Los Angeles, and 
once identified with the Randsburg 
Railroad, is the manager of the com- 
pany. A number of prospects whose

COPPER ORES. 
Official figures have been recently | 
published of the percentage of copper 
in the ores of some of the more pfom- 
inent mines in the Lake Superior re- 
gion. The figures are instructive when 
compared with the average percentage 
of copper in the copper ores of Ari- 
zona ‘and of Southern California. Take, 
for instance, the Calumet and Hecla 
mines of Michigan. The published fig- 
ures show that the ore mined by that 
company contains only 3.1 per cent. of 
copper to rock; yet that company has 
patd and is still paying the largest 
dividends of any copper company in 
America, having paid nearly $80,000,000 
in dividends. Three other Michigan | 
copper mines—Tanmrack, Quincy and | 
Osceola—have lees than 2 per cent. of 
copper in thelr ore, yet all of these 
three mines are big dividend payers.

ONARCHIES PAY 
HIGH FOR KINGS. 


TAX ON THE TOY KINGDOMS IS 
- PROPORTIONATELY LARGE. 


Kaiser Has the Largest Salary of Any 
European Ruler—Although Poor, Spain 
Pays Its Ruler Nearly Two Millions 
Annually—Pay of Republics. 


[Philadelphia North American:] A 
King in his palace ts a very glorious 
spectacle indeed to many European 


eyes, but the luxury “comes high.” 

It is a curious fact that the smaller 
the nation .the larger. as a rule, is 
each citizen’s contribution toward his 
The individual Turk 
pays about $1.25 per annum to uphoid 
the might, majesty and power of Ab- 


midable. ASt any rate, every English 
man, woman or child contributes 7% 
cents toward the maintenance of the 
King annually, not coutig the pennies 
he or she furnish to keep the royal 
Princes and Princesses and their young 
ones going. These 7% cents look 
rather inconsiderable compared with 
the 20 cents extracted in the “Father- 
land,” particularly when it is remem- 
bered that the Germans have very 
large families, as a rule. 

Practically the Czar has the power to 
revert to his own uses any portion of 
the State revenues that suits his fancy. 
But Russia has not In vain been called 
an “autocracy tempered by assassina- 
tion.” If the “Little Father” assumed 
too much, his assistants in the govern- 
ing business might get jealous and 
batter his brains out, as they did with 
Paul, or poison or stab him to death, 
as they did‘with, various Peters, Alex- 
anders, Annas and Catherines. 

Assuming that the St. Petersburg 
Statesman’s Year Book can be rell 
upon, Nicholeg takes 4% cents annually 
from each of his subjects—but though 
he has nearly 107,000,000 of them, the 
official excuse-maker figures his in- 
come from the empire at $5,000,000 per 
annum only, while other sources state 
it to be twice as much. It should be 
added, though, that the State places 
1,000,000 square miles of cultivated 
land at Nicholas’ disposal, besides 
gold and silver mines yielding a for- 
tune every day in the year. 

It’s the festive toy kingdom that 
pays its ruler best, proportionately, of 


course. Greece, one of the poorest 
countries in E . gives Georgios 
$200,890 annually—ll cents ner head of 


the population. But that isi't enough 
for this lusty King. George couldn't 
live on such a paltry sum. The gov- 
ernments of Great Britain, France and 
Russia therefore add to his pay $20,000 
each, thus raising his income to $260,- 
890. When Georcios was still a junior 
Prince in Denmark he earned fully $50 
per month, and it is said that his 
thrifty countrymen begrudged him 
even that little, calling him a “use- 
less dunce.” 

Beigium, which Is rich, pays no more 
to Leopold per head of population than 
Greece to its ruler, but Belgium is the 


most over-populated country in 
Europe. 
The Emperor of Austria, though 


enormously wealthy in his own right, 
still has the hardihood to tax every 
one of his subjects 10 cents per an- 
num for keeping the dual empire from 
falling into anarchy. Still, if after his 
death the long-expected crash comes, 
his subjects may think that he ac- 
cepted scab wages at that. 

Nine and a half cents is what the 
Italians pay their King, every one of 
them, not forgetting daughters. Vic- 
tor Emanuel himeelf thinks the 
amount excessive, and has just me- 
morialized his Parliament to cut down 
his aliowance by a million or two-— 
frances, if you sleses Seeing that he 
receives three million dollars for main- 
taining Italy as a second or third-rate 
power with first-rate pretensions, it 
seeme no great hardship that he be 
docked $200,000 or $400,000. That money, 
well invested, might save thousands 
of poor Italians from starvation, but 
it's more likely that the government 
will fritter it away on war vessels that 
can’t swim, or in colonial undertakings 
that benefit the pockets of the trans- 
portation companies and “rings.” 

The loyal Swedes are taxed at the 
rate of 8) cents per head of pula- 
tion for the benefit of their King, to 
whom they pay $245,330 per annum, all 
told. but the Norwegians make their 
allowance dependent upon Oscar's good 
behavior. At the present time they 
give him less than $100,000, but if he 
continues to obstruct their nationai 

licy, they may cut off his income 


rom Norway altogether. That will 
probably happen, anyhow, when Os- 


car's unpopular eldest son, Crown 
Prince Guetaf, mounts the throne. Gus- 
taf has repeatedly indulged in threats 
against ‘he Norwegians, and they have 
made a note of it, for, next to main- 
taining a state of hostility with Swe- 
den. they like nothing better than to 
punish their King for presuming tov 
such. 

Proverbially poor Spain still manages 
to pay its boy ruler $1,850,000, exclusive 
of allowances to the royal family that 
amount to no less than $2,000,000 per 
year. All told, the Spaniards pay over 
$3,000,000 per annum for the fun of see- 
ing a feeble-minded boy occasionally 
ride out at the head of a troop of 
cadets. Among the royal beneficiaries 
of this remarkably liberal nation is old 
Queen Isabelle, who, with her imbecile 
husband, was chased out of Spain as 
long ago as 1868. She nas been a pub- 
lic charge at the rate of $210,000 per 
year ever since—this after ruining 
Spain by her extravagance during a 
reign of thirty-five troublesome years. 

Probably no Spantard, Monarchist or 
Republican, would begrudge the King 
his salary if it wasn’t for the fact that 
so little of it finds its way to the cof- 
fers of loyal subjects. The Queen 
Regent, it is said, turns around every 
peseta half a dozen times before spend- 
ing it, and who can blame her, consid- 
ering that her son's tenancy of the 
throne is threatened by a4 thousand and 
one dangers? It’s bad @nough to be an 
ex-King. argues Her Majesty, but to 
be an “ex” and poor must be awful, 
bankrupt Portugal thinks 
it a wonderfully pleasant thing to feed 
a lot of royal paupers. She gives her 
fat King, Great Britain's cats paw, 
$410,000 per year, and to this sum adds 
$150,000 for members of his family, 
among them one King who was igno- 
miniously expelled from the country 
years ago. This former King draws 
one-fourth of his former pay, just as 
Milan was continued on the Servian 
salary list after being forced to abdi- 
eate. Milan's worthy offspring, by the 
way, Alexander, earns $240,000 per an- 
num—not bad for the grandson of a 
swineherd! 

Republics are notoriously ; 
to use an English expression. We 
the maintenance of the White House 
and its occupants no more than one- 
twelfth part of a cent per head, but the 
Swiss people are even less liberal. 
salary paid Mr. o 
thousand dollars to spare for extras. 
as the Netherlands do their Queen. 
Wilhelmina receives $250,000 per annum, 
and President Loubet gets as much, 
which means that every Frenchman 
contributes a fracton of one-half cent 
toward the maintenance of the head of 
the state.

How many of these wild horses are 
roaming at large in the West it is im- 
possible to say, but the statement was 
made a year ago that there were 10,000 
of them in Oregon alone, while there 
are numerous large herds that range 
over the eastern slopes of the Ree 
The wild horses clearly show, ac 
Ing to experts who have studied them, 
marked traces of European ancestry, 
and they are generally believed to be 
descendants of the animals brought to 
Mexies and Louisiana by Cortes and De 
oto, 

The wild horses brought to Bridge- 
port last week show the effects of long 
descent without the infusion of new 
blood. They are smalier, but more 
muscular than the demesticated horse, 
with less variety of color, but stronger 
limbs, larger heads, longer and iess 
erect ears, more bushy mane, less sleek 
coats, and smaller and more pointed 
hoofs. Some people assert that these 
wild horses may be of native origin, 
pointing to the fossil remains of horses 
that have been dug up on this conti- 
nent, but the general opinion is that 
the race had been extinct for thousands 
of years before the Spanish conquest. 

The horse easily leads itself to domes- 
tication. The wildest ever captured 
nave been tamed more readily than any 
other animal brought for the firat time 
in contact with man. Neither wild 
dogs nor cats can be so quickly sub- 
dued. It is this characteristic of the 
wild horse that has «given rise to the 
profession of the “broncho buster.” 
The first of these gentry were the In- 
dians, who when they wanted horses 
simply went out and captured them on 
the plains from the roving bands that 
at one time overran a large part of the 
West. The subsequent taming of these 
steeds developed some of the 
qualities of courage and skill. 

The Indians. who had surpassed the 
Mexicans in this work, were in turn 
surpassed by the American cow 
among whom the “broncho 
now occupies the first place. 
an annual gathering of cowboys at 
Denver on “Frontier Day.” a celebra- 
tlon designed to perpetuate traditions

He is regarded 
as one of the best rough riders that 
have come out of the West. and dur- 
ing the past week has taken a lead- 
ing part in subduing many of the most 
unruly of the newly-arrived cayusea. 
Some of the Indians and the ex-United 
States cavalrymen in the Wild West 
show. the latter being both white and 
colored, ere expert broncho busters, 
who can give points to many of the 
cowboys. In saddling. mounting and 
riding the green horses the cowboys, 
Indians and ex-cavalirymen astonished 
the English and German soldief in the 
show, as well as the Costack horse- 
men. The English contingent recently 
arrived from South Africa, where they 
took part in the battles at Paarde- 
burg. Colenso, and Spion Kop and 
around Mafeking. and the Germans are 
cavalrymen whose terms had recently 
expired in the imperial army. None of 
them had even seen wild horses be- 
fore. and the antics of the flerce 
bronchos when a rider jumped on their 
backs were a revelation to them. Yet 
these men were regarded as among the 
most expert riders in their own armies. 
The Coseacks ride in an altogether 
different style in a saddle that ts pad- 
ded high Iike a pair of cushions, on 
which they stand on their head and 
hang on by one foot while the horse ts 
wildly tearing around the ring. This 
kind of riding is spectacular and dram- 
atic, but it is sald the Cossack horses 
are trained to it from youth. and that 
the riders themselves would be quickly 
unhorsed if they tackled one of the 
wild bronchos from the West. Col. 
Cody was asked who were the best 
riders In the world. 

“IT think for all-round skill in the 
saddle,” said Buffalo Bill, “the United 
States cavalry are the best in the 
world. Of course, there are styles of 
riding pecullar to every country, and 
some excel in one thing and some in 
another. But the cavalry itn the Eu- 
ropean armies do not have to handle 
untamed beasts. Thelr evolutions are 
performed om horses that in the main 
have been bred.in captivity, or which 
have been broken In beforehand. 

“The buciing bronco is practically 
unknown in Europe. The Cossacks do 
a very shOwy kind of riding, which 
requires ekill and courage and train- 
ing. and they are fine horsemen. 
Indians have a wonderful knowledge 
of horses, but they know little of the 
thoroughbred variety. and would not 
make much of a figure on a race track. 
Their knowledge is adapted to thetr 
needs on the plains, and of the kind 
of horses they come in contact with,

WOMAN SAYS SHE 
WHISKED OFF. 


HERE is one member of the Mas- 
sachusetts delegation who is greatly 


dissatified with the passing of the 


amendment to the General Federation 
bylaws, by which the question of the 
color line was practically settled at the 
meeting of yesterday morning. 

She carries a wad of papers as thick

She wants to know why, 
for instance, after the New Era Club 
has been practically admitted to the 
General ..Federation, and congratula- 
tiong on their membership handed out 


} to them, the board went back on its ac. 
tion and declared the club not a mem- 
ber. She wants to know why the board 
crawled out of the embarrassing situa- 
tion by tabling the question and never 
taking it off the table again: and she 
wants to know a string of other things 
that would fill a double column of 
nonpareil. 

She had these questions ail ready 
to appiy the match to yesterday morn- 
ing, but she says that she was taken 
bodily and whisked off to the back of 
the auditorium, a half-dozen times, ) 
well-meaning people of her own delega- 
tion. who did not wish to see the 
peace of the morning's proceedings dis- 
turbed.

TWO IMPORTANT DEPARTMENTS 
OF WOMAN’S CLUB WORK. 


@ — 


What Women Have Accomplished in 
the Way of Municipal Reform and in 
the Preservation of the Nation’s For- 
ests and Water Supply. 


The afternoon session of the Bien- 
nial convention at Simpson Audito+ 
rium was devoted to civics ahd for- 
estry, two very important divisions of 
woman's club work in the majority of 
the States. Mrs. Margaret J. Evans 
of Northfield, Minn., second vice-pres- 
ident of the federation, presided. 

In Mrs. Evans the good judgment of 
the last biennia] inithe choice of exec- 
utive officers is emphasized. Like 
Mrs. Lowe, the president, and Mrs. 
Denison, first vice-president, she, too, 
possesses that rare tact, grace and 
urbanity which go to make a popular 
and agreeable presiding officer. 

At the opening of the session the 
Los Angeles Ladies’ Orchestra played 
several melodious selections. 

Mrs. Anna D. West of Massachusetts 
Was introduced as chairman of the 
civic section. Mrs. West belongs to a 
family of early reform stock, being 
the daughter of the late Charlies Sew- 
ell and Sarah Spofford Adams Piper. 
The great-grandfather of both her 
father and mother served in the Revo- 
lutionary War, and by virtue of this 
service she_is a member of the Amer- 

Daughters of the Revolution. 
She was the first president of the Once 
a Year Club of Boston, of the New 
England Woman's Club and many 
other prominent New England organ- 
igations. She is now president of the 
Massachusetts State Federation. As 
a presiding officer Mrs, West is impar- 
tial, quick of thought, a ready, grace- 
ful speaker and forceful in argument. 

MUNICIPAL REFORM. 

The first paper of the afternoon was 
read by Mrs. Belle M. Perry, president 
of the Michigan State Federation. 
Mrs. Perry is a lady of much ability, 
and a leader in women’s work im the 
Wolverine State, where she has taken 


ment. Her subject was “Responsi- 
bilities and portunities of Women in 
Municipal Reform.” 

She said the responsibilities of citi- 
zenship are of two kinds, voluntary 
and natural. A man who signs a bond 
becomes responsible by his voluntary 
act. The same man is responsible by 
nature, as a father, son or citizen. It 
is woman's work to influence man in 
the discharge of his natural nsi- 
bilities, with a view to making him a 
better citizen. 

Municipal matters in America, she 
said, under the best conditions are 
very inefficiently administered. Any 
woman who would keep house in the 
same wasteful and inefficient way as 
most of our municipalities are con. | 
ducted, wou be out good 


| cured must be endured. Women could 
do much to cure the evils of municipal 
government. however, by helping 
raise the standard of citizenship. 
Woman's interest in civic matters. 
said the speaker, comes as the natural 
response of the mother protector of the 
household. We do not belong to our- 
selves; there are countless peop'e whom 
we do not know depending on us. 
Time was when people could live apart, 
but that time is past, and al] must 
work for the common good. The health 
of the community and the civic safety 
of the country are dependent on the 
morals of the people. 
Water supply, schools, clean streets, 
care of ref matter, parks, libraries, 
etc., are all matters in which women 
are as vitally interested as the men. 
Woman's training for generations has 
fitted her in a remarkable way for 
some branches of municipal adminis- 
tration. The things which most affect 
the home are within her natural 
sphere, and she ought to have a voice 
in administering them. 
But before women undertake to dab- 
ble in public affairs they should be 
sure to possess the right sort of know!l- 
edge to do the thing which they would 
undertake. Reputation for reliability 
is the capital stock which woman 
should bank upon when she enters the 
arena of municipal reform. Only 
women of known reliability should be 
chosen for this work. It Is very neces- 
sary to have the right woman in the 
right place for any sort of committee 
work in connection with civil manage- 
ment. 
Mrs. Perry complimented the Denver 
Woman's Club on the very excellent 
work it had accomplished in the direc- 
tion of municipal reform. The oppor- 
tunity to do effective municipal work, 
she said, is within the province of 
woman's clubs. Woman's organizations 
are means of growth. Groups of women 
workers that have achieved something 
may be termed cylture centers. The 
speaker looked for effective accom- 
plishment by woman's clubs in mu- 
nicipal reform as in many other things 
for years to come. 
Mrs. Perry's paper received close at- 
tention, and was warmly applauded.

PUBLIC HEALTH. 

One of the ablest and most inter- 
esting papers of the afternoon was 
read by Mrs. M. E. Troutman, presi- 
dent of the Woman's Health Protec- 
tive Association of New York. Mrs. 
Troutman has been engaged in this 
work for eighteen years, and her ad- 
dress was the summing up of her ex- 
perience in that time. It was replete 
with wholesome advice and valuable 
suggestions and was followed with the 
closest attention, being frequently 
punctuated with applause. 

The beauty of a home cannot be en- 
joyed, the speaker sald, without good 
sanitation. Too often the cellar, toliet 
and plumbing of a home are given tco 
little attention, and disease enters the 
household on account of this neglect. 
It is the duty of every woman to pro- 
tect her own home first, by attending 
to the laws of sanitation, then turn 
her attention to public health. 

Women can exert great influence for 
the betterment of public sanitation by 
keeping after the Mayor, the Board 
of Health, the Municipal Council, the 


street-cleaning department. or any 
other branch the municipal 
government, but they must make 


their complaints with reason and in 
a tactful way, and must not be ds. 
couraged if their requests are not im- 
mediately granted. By furnishing the 
necessary information and showing the

In one tenement she 
found a bushelman working on a rich 
dress suit to bear the name of a fash- 
jionable tailor. On a bed at his side a 
child lay dying of typhoid fever; the 
money for making the coat was to pay 
doctors’ services. The guilt, without 
disinfection, would be taken to the 
tallor, delivered to the customer, and 
worn by him at some social function. 
The league issues its labels only t6 
manufacturers whose methods are fre> 
from such suspicion, and the members 
buy only goods with labels.

The covernment 
schoo! takes the Indian child away 
from his home, forbids him to speak his 
language and teaches him, for in- 
stance, type-setting. In three years he 
goes home to find that he cannot talk 
to or understand his own mother, and 
there is possibly one newspaper office 
within 300 miles! 
Indian's home life is good. I have 
Indian child. The women are good 
mothers and wives. My talk on Tues- 
day deals entirely with the Indian's 
natural crafts, and the great neceselty 
of their preservation. I believe that 
to be practically the solution of the 
Indian question.”

Every horseman knows that he must 
occasionally feed his horse on green 
vegetation, so as to soften his over- 
trained tissues. It is the same with 
men. Any one who willl try a few of | 
the raw cereals will be surprised and 
delighted at the effect they wiil have 
upon the digestive system Fruits and 
nuts are classed by some authorities 
as man's natura! diet, simply because 
they eatiefy so many of his require- 
ments. The scient'st will tell you that 


health unless the body is perfectly 

nourished. No amount of exercise 
or deep breathing can accomp!!sh much 
unless the diet is suited to the require- 
ments of the individual. Every day I 
meet persons who are actually work- 
ing themselves to death trying to build 
muscie, when a few weeks of good 
feeding would increase their weight 
and vitality at once. And I have seen 
many others gain from ten to thirty- 
five or forty pounds in a month and 
have the increase evenly distributed 
over tbeir bodies. It made little dif- 
ference even if they had been thin for 
years; Just as soon as they got a diet 
sulted to their requirements they im- 
mediately began a — up; the fare 
lost its hagg ungry look, the 
bones became c a the angles dis- 
appeared, the form became rounded out 
and symmetrical, and this in spite of 
Giscontinuance of heayg exercises and

Diet and exercise are so intimately 
connected that it is almost impossible 
to speak of one without the other; but 
I shall try in this article to emphasize 
the importance of proper dieting. 

FEW PROPERLY NOURISHED. 

If the reader could have the privilege 
of seeing a few hundred nude bodies 
he would fs009 realize the importance 
of better feeding, for he would find 
that even the best specimens present 
an unevenly-nourished appearance. In 
some he would find the lower body weil 
nourished, while the upper body 
scarcely nourished at in others the 
entire body extremely thin; bones 
showing everywhere, the face haggard 
and drawn, the person nerveus and iIr- 
ritable, with all kinds of complaints. 
Others he would see so deformed by 
fat, that If their bodies were not cov- 
ered with clothing they would create 
merriment wherever they went, and 
yet, in these very fat people he would 
find that the muscles were poorly 
nourished, and that they were almost 
as weak as children, frequently suffer- 
ing from manifold ills. After seeing a 
few hundred of such bodies, if the 
reader were to visit some collections 
of animals having freedom in the selec- 
tion of thelr food, he would find to 
his surprise and delight that each of 
their bodies was developed symmetric- 
ally; that they looked comfortable and 
well fed; that they were muscular and 
active; it being almost impossibie to 
teil the old ones from the young ones. 
Upon Investigation he would find that 
these animals !ive from five to seven 
times as long as it takes them to reach
